IN SUPREME COURT 


Minnesotan, Whose Weekly 
Paper Was Suppressed by 
Court, Attacks Law’s Validity 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—The 


question of what constitutes free- 
dom of the press was argued be- 
fore the Supreme Court today in a 
case from Minnesota brought by J. 
M. Near. The suit seeks to test the 
validity of the “dinnesota statute 
under which the Saturday Press, a 
weekly publication in Minneapolis, 
had been suppressed. 

On the charge that the publica- 
tion was malicious, scandalous and 
defamatory, it was declared a pub- 
lic nuisance by the State courts and 
suppressed by injunction. The com- 
plaint was based on a series of arti- 
cles charging that city officials 
were not energetically attempting 
to rid Minneapolis of organized 
crime. 

Near and Howard A. Guilford 
were named as publishers of the 
Saturday Press, but during the 
court proceedings Guilford sold his 
interest to Near. 


Challenges Validity of Law. 
The publisher challenged the va- 
lidity of the Minnesota statute. He 
protested against the supression of 
the publication by injunction, in- 


sisting that under the constitution- 
al guarantees of free speech and 
free press he was entitled to a hear- 
ing. He also contended that should 
the objectionable articles be proved 
libelous on trial, he should be held 
for damages instead of being re- 
quired to stop publication. , 
The Minnesota courts sustained a 
temporary injunction and:made it 
permanent in later proceedings. 
Near held that newspaper pub- 
lication could be suppressed only 
when injurious to publie welfare by 
advocating the violent overthrow 
of the government, or breach of 
law. 

“Corrupt governments” should 
not Be permitted ‘‘to stifle criti- 
cism” and “remain in power” by 
suppressing publications attacking 
them, he asserted. 


State Supports Injunction. 


The State supported the injunc- 
tion on the ground that liberty of 
the press does not include freedom 
and unrestricted*right to publish 
obscene, scandalous and defama- 
tory matter; that courts have power 
to restrain such publications by in- 
junction and that the Minnesota 
statute merely prohibited engaging 
in the business of regularly produc- 
ing publications like the Saturday 
Press. a 

It declared the publication was a 
nuisance and argued that publish- 
ers of legitimate. newspapers had 
no cause for apprehension. 

The statute, the State contended, 
was aimed at the scandal monger 
and professional defamer. The lib- 
erty of the press should afford no 
sanctuary to such a class, it said, 
declaring the Constitution of the 
United States should not safeguard 
them in the practice of such a ne- 
farious trade. '

AT LINDELL - SKINKER 


Work on $36,000 Improve- 
ment Expected to Be Com- 
pleted by Midsummer. 


University Circle, a traffic circle 
at Skinker boulevard and Lindell 
drive (the northwest corner of For- 
est Park and the main entrance of 
Washington University), is expect- 
ed to be built and in service by 
midsummer, President Kinsey of 
the Board of Public Service an- 
nounced today. The Citizens’ Bond 
Issue Supervisory Committee ap- 
proved a $36,000 appropriation for 
it yesterday. 

The city by condemnation has ac- 
quired a fragment of private prop- 
erty at the northeast corner of the 
intersection as part of the circle. 
The university is donating a small 
piece of ground from its campus. 
The circle will have a diameter of 
280 feet, with an inner plaza or 
clear space 120 feet in diameter. 
The latter area will be available 
for a monument or other. embel- 
lish ment. 

For a number of years a plan 
has been under consideration for a 
traffic circle at the Kingshighway- 
Lindell corner. of the park, but this 
scheme remains indefinite. A bill 


to repeal the plan for such a circle 


at the Kingshighway-Oakland ave- 
nue corner is pending in the board 
of Aldermen. A circle on a small 
scale fs under construction for the 
Lindell-Union boulevard intersec- 
tion as part of the viaduct over the 
Wabash Railway. 

The supervisory committee also 
approved purchase for $2700 of 
two gmall lots on the east side of 
the River des Peres, just south of 
the Frisco Railway tracks at Lin- 
denwood Station. These are need- 
ed in connection with the plan’ for 
a highway paralleling the {improved 
river channel. Kinsey related that 
the great stone arch under the rail- 
road tracks, where the present 
stream bed passes through,. would 
be retained for the highway, while 
a& new arch would be needed for 
the straightened channel.

Einstein Offers New Theory 
On Temperature of the Sun 


Observing: Solar’ Spots Through Mt. Wilson 
Telescope, He Suggésts Poles May Be 
Hotter Than Equator. | 


MOUNT . WILSON... OBSERVA- 
TORY, Cal., Jan. 30.—Dr. Albert 
Einstein visited’ the “foremost 
astronomical observatory in the 
world here last. night, looked 
through the largest of telescopes, 
listened with interest to the story 


in sun spots and offered another 
scientific hypothesis. 

Perhaps, he said, the sun was 
like the earth and had different 
temperatures at‘its north and south 
poles-than at its equator. 

This suggestion opens a new field 
of research into the mysteries of 
sun spots. The -eyclones on the 
sun DbDehave like stormis on the 
earth, appearing to originate in 
polar regions, and their movements 
in North and South hemispheres 
are similar to storms on the earth. 

The poles of the sun might be 
either colder or warmer than its 
equator, Einstein observed.

Fifteen years ago after physicists 
and astronomers for 200 years had 
been... puzzled because Sir Isaac 
Newton's law failed to explain the 
behavior of Mercury, a simple pro- 
nouncement from Einstein led to 
the special théory of relativity. 

Then a few years ago when phy- 
sicists were mystified by the com- 
plication of electro-magnetism, gra- 
vity, and light, Einstein suggested 
they all might be essentially the 
same,and on that hypothesis 
worked out his unified field theory. 

In the company of Dr. Walter 8. 
Adams and Dr. Edwin P. Hubble, 
astronomers, Einstein last night 
looked through the big Mount Wil- 
son telescope at the planetoid Eros, 
16,000,000 miles from the earth. He 
also viewed mars 40,000,000 miles 
distant; and saw the craters of 
the moon, 240,000 miles away. 
Then he donned evening clothes 
and went to see the premiere of 
Charles Chaplin's latest movie.

MILD WINTER CUTS 
CLOTHING SALES 


Business in Large Centers 
of Population Better Rel- 
atively Than in Rural 
Areas. 


The decline in industry and com- 
merce in the Eighth Federal Re- 
serve District, which began in the 
fall of 1929, continued during De- 


cember and the opening weeks of 
January, according to the monthly 
review of conditions issued today 
by the Federal Reserve Bank of St. 
Louis. 

“A majority of available statis- 
tices recorded decreasés in Decem- 
ber as contrasted with the preced- 
ing month, also with the corre- 
sponding period a year earlier,” 
said the review. “Production at 
manufacturing plants in virtually 
all lines declined in more than the 
usual seasonal volume in Decem- 
ber, making that month the lowest 
in point of total output for the 
year, and the lowest for any De- 
cember tn more than a decade. 

“In a large majority of wholesale 
lines investigated, December sales 
fell below those of the preceding 
month, and showed sharp declines 
as compared with the correspond- 
ing month in 1929. There was no 
noticeable deviation from the policy 
of purchasing only sufficient goods 
for immediate needs which has 
been in effect for a number of 
months past.” 

Christmas Shopping Helps. 

Retail activities were helped by 
Christmas shopping in December. 
Sales by department stores in the 
principal cities were about 50 per 
cent larger than in November, but 
13.5 per cent smaller than in De- 
cember, 1929, with sales for the 
year 10.8 per cent below 1929. 
Wholesale and jobbing firms 
which supplied figures to the bank 
reported December business 28 per 
cent under Noveshber and 19 per 
cent under December, 1929. 

“As was the case earlier in the 
year,” the review said, “trade in 
the large centers of population 
madea relatively better showing 
than in the rural areas and small 
towns. Crop failures due to the 
drouth last summer and fall and 
the depressed prices of agricultural 
products heavily reduced purchas- 
ing power in the country. Since 
the first of January a moderate 
increase in employment has taken 


‘| place, though a surplus of workers 


still exists in all the chief lines 
of industry.” 
Collections Are Slow. 

Charges to checking accounts in 
December were about 5 per cent 
larger than November, but about 
25 per cent less than in December, 
1929. Reports on collections 
showed a “generally unsatisfactory 
condition.” 

The Terminal Railway inter- 
changed 156,424 loads, against 166,- 
895 in November and 187,464 in 
December, 1929. 

Commercial failures numbered 
131 with liabilities of $10,609,767, 
against 92 in November, with HMa- 
bilities of $3,870,162, and 113 in 
December, 1929, with Nabilities of 
$4,935,058. In 1930 there were 
1517 failures with liabilities of 
$48.948,234, against 1420 in 1929 
with abilities of $25,432,558. 

In Individual Lines. 

Of various individual lines of ac- 
tivity the review said: 

Boots and shoes—December sales 
were 40 per cent under November 


1929, with indications that Janu- 
ary volume would equal that of 
the same month in 1930. 

Clothing—Continued mild weath- 
er during December and early Jan- 
uary adversely affecting ‘sales of 
heavy apparel, with indications of 
@ large carry-over. 

Dry Goods—December sales were 
the smallest for the year and the 
smallest for December since 1923; 
December sales 25 per cent under 
the same month af 1929 and 365 
per cent under November, with 
part of the decrease accounted for 
by lower prices.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 80. — The 
’ House has written another chapter 

in the long history of retail price- 
fiving legislation by passing the 
Capper-Kelly bill to legalize such 
contracts between producers and 
dealers on trade-marked products. 

Amid greater activity and inter- 
est than hes marked any previous 
meeting of the short session, a

eral Assembly (now in sesion) will 
increase our appropriation out of 
fees earned to enable us to do 
this.” 

Utilities Involved Pay Cost. 

Under the law the cost of val- 
uation is collected from the utili- 
ties involved by the Commission 
and does not come out of general 
revenue, It is necessary, however, 
for the Legislature to make an ap- 
propriation and the amount so col- 
lected and expended in a two-year 
period may not exceed the amount 
of the appropriation. 

Until two years ago this appro- 
priation had been limited to about 
$250,000. It was then increased 
to $500,000 and for the next two 
years the State Tax Commission 
has recommended an authoriza- 
tion of $750,000. 

The number of formal cases 
filed with the Commission in the 
period covered by the report was 
1159, of which 1038 were disposed 
of, leaving 121 pending.

SOVIET DECREES ON FORCED | 


LABOR -BARED | BY | BRITAIN 


Orders Authorize Use of Compulsion in Lum- 
ber Industry and Agriculture—Penalty Im- 
posed for Production of Inferior Goods.

Copyright. ing Qe" (hew York World 
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various Soviet Government decrees 
regulating labor in Russia, pub- 
lished in an official British Blue 
Book here today, indicate the use 
of forced labor under the direc- 
tion and authority of the Moscow 
Government in both the grain and 
lumber industries. 

One section of the Blue Book 
deals with penal labor camps to 
which only persons who have been 
sentenced by the court to depriva, 
tion of liberty for not less than 
three years and persons sentenced 
by physicial decision of the unified 
state political depertment can be 
sent.” These camps. are under 
“general control” of the political 
department. : . 

Part. III of the book, headed 
“Special Legislation,” gives a num- 
ber of rules for “forced labor.” 
An instruction of the commissariat 
of agriculture, dated Jane 1, 1939, 
on “procedure for the utilization of 
forced labor on forestry and im- 
provement work” says, under the 
heading “General instructions”: 

“Present instructions are, first, 
to attempt to utilize on timber and 
improvement work the labor of 
persons sentenced to forced labor 
without detention under guard. 
Considering this experiment of ex- 
ceptionally great importahce the 
Pople’s Commissariat of Agricul- 
ture instructs all agricultural or- 
ganizations to begim forthwith 
from the current season to explore 
all existing possibilities of utilizing 
the labor of persons sentenced to 
forced labor for forestry and im- 
provement work of mass character 
and to establish for this purpose 
permanent relations with the bu- 
reau of forced labor.” 

Hauling of Grain. 

Another decree authorized the 
enforcement “when necessary in 
grain areas” of “compulsory 
cartage of grain against payment 
to railway stations and steamer 
landing stages from July 1 to 
Sept. 15, 1929.” There is also a 
decree authorizing local executive 
committees to “enforce temporary 
compulsory labor in carrying out 
the loading and unloading of grain 
cargoes up to Feb. 1, 1930.” 

Another decree, after comment- 
ing on the falling-off in production

of goods said in part: “The Central 
Executive Committee and the coun- 
cil of Peoples’ ‘commissars there- 
fore decrees, as a penalty for sys- 
tematic or: mass production of in- 
ferior goods by industrial or com- 
mercial enterprises, deprivation of 
liberty for not more than five 
years or forced labor for not more 
than one year; and second, as a 
penalty for fafllure to observe 
standards laid down, deprivation of 
liberty for not more than two years 
or forced labor for not more than 
one year.” 

Further on in the same decree it 
is set forth that executive commit- 
tees are “empowered, where it is 
found that all other means of pro- 
viding an adequate supply of labor 
or means of haulage have been ex- 
hausted, to institute compulsory 
paid labor or haulage in order to 
fulfill the needs of timber prepara- 
tion and transport.” 


Remedy for Labor Shortage. 

A Government decree dated Sept. 
12, 1930, ordered: “In view of the 
irregularity in supply of workers 
for loading and unloading opéra- 
tions” that “in the event of a 
dearth on the spot of a detachment 
of porters for loading and unload- 
ing work during September-Novem- 
ber, 1930, all the unemployed on 
the register of labor organization, 
whether they be physical or intel- 
lectual workers, who are physical- 
ly fit and generally suitable for 
such work, must be compulsorily 
dispatched to work.” 


Commenting on the Russian de- 
crees, quoted in the Blue Book, the 
London Times says: 


“One thing, at any rate, appears 
plain enough. If Russia with the 
help of foreign credits and foreign 
engineers and other technical ex- 
perts is able to go on industrializ- 
ing herself at her present pace, 
other countfies will only be able to 
compete by organizing their pro- 
duction and commerce on some- 
thing like the scale on which Rus- 
sia is organizing hers. 

“That is to say, they must regi- 
ment and exploit their labor with 
the same ruthless thoroughness 
and reduce their standard of liv- 
ing to approach the Russian level. 
With any capacity for organiza- 
tion—and the Russian Government 
has shown remarkable capacity in 
that respect—it is bound to become 
a formidable competitor in almost 
every branch of production.”

New rate schedules filed in the 
two-year period resulted in the 
following reductions, the report 
states: 

Electric, $1,597,210; gas, $624,- 
580: water, $109,309.

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28 BRITISH COAL MINERS 
ARE KILLED IN EXPLOSION 


25 Rescued, 12 in Serious Condi- 
tion, From Deep Haig Pit at 
Whitehaven. 

By the Associated Press, | 
WHITEHAVEN, Cumberland, 
Eng., Jan. 30,—Twenty-eight. coal 
miners are known to have been 
killed in an éxplosion which buried 
them in the deep Haig pit yester- 
day. Sixteen bodies had been re- 
covered at Hoon. All the others 
had been located and were being 
brought out as quickly as possible. 
Twenty-five miners were brought 
out alive. Twelve of them are.in 
serious condition in a hospital. 
The mine owners said a number or 
men caught on the fringe of thé 
explosion turned back into the gas- 
filled passage sand rescued some of 
the injured. But for them the 
death list would have been larger. 
The cause of the accident has 
not been determined. The Haig pit 
is a deep mine with workings run- 
ning six miles beneath the sea.

LONDON, Jan. 30.—Birth of a 


new faction within the ranks of the 
Conservative party was regarded 
today as the probable result of a 
disagreement on Indian policy be- 
tween former Premier Baldwin and 
Winston Churchill. 

Baldwin, in a recent speech, 
promised Tory support to the policy 
of autonomy for India, 

From correspondence between 
the two Conservative leaders just 
published it appears that Churchill, 
while his “warm, personal friend- 
ship” for Baldwin is undiminished, 
thinks it best that he abstain from 
meetings of the party’s business 
committee, or war council, which 
includes former Cabinet Ministers. 
Baldwin, while equally warm in 
her persona: remarks, accepts 
Churchill's view that he should 
cease attending the committee 
meetings. 

‘Other Leaders With Churchill. 

Churchill is not alone in dis- 
senting from Baldwin on the Indian 
issue. Lord Lloyd, former High 
Commissioner of Egypt, will start 
tonight in Manchester on a barn- 


storming tour of denunciation of 
the Indian round table conference 
and its works. 


Paul Springman, the Beaver- 

brook candidate in East Islington, 
is making Baldwin's alleged “sur- 
render to the Socialists” on India a 
prominent plank in his platform. 
Churchill will make a speech fora 
Conservative candidate in East 
Toxteth who is not particularly at- 
tached to the official attitude of 
his party toward India. 
“A new faction, if it is born,” 
the Liberal News-Chronicle says, 
“need not confine itself to a policy 
of treating India rough. What 
about free trade? Mr. Churchill's 
real views on this subject are well 
known and they are certainly not 
those of Mr. Stanley Baldwin.” 

In writing to his leader, Churchill 
made it clear that he would con- 
tinue to support him in opposing 
the “Socialist Government.” 
Trouble in Labor Ranks.

Left shows how falls undereut soft rock to break off the cap-rock brink, and map at right 
shows how falls have shifted backward. Dotted line at top marks the latest retreat of the cap-rock. 


Niagara Falls Is Expected 
To Crumble More Rapidly 


Cap-rock Slopes the Wrong. Way, Scientists 
Say—Eventually Will Become a 
Rapids. 


By the Associated Press. 
ITHACA, N. Y., Jan. 30. — The 


self-destruction of Niagara Falls 
already is written on its rocks. 

They slope the wrong way, be- 
tween the Falls and Buffalo, dip- 


ping back from the brink down- 
ward instead of upward. 
So, when a section of the cap 
rock breaks off, as did the big V 
on the American falls, the new 
brink, formed a step behind, is also 
a fraction of a step lower. This, 
geologists say, means finally turn- 
ing the falls into rapids. 
Part of the proof for this pre- 
diction goes back 25,000 years in 
evidence that the Falls at that time 
stood at Lewiston, seven miles be- 
low their present position. They 
have cut their way up-river since, 
but 25,000 years ts too long a 
period to cause much concern. 
However, proof of a more imme- 
diate nature, promising disturb- 
ingly rapid changes in the present, 
is on file in the records of Dr. H. 
Ries, head of the department of 
geology at Corneil University. 
These recorder cover the 161 years 
énding in 1925. They show that 
the falls in that time receded 820 
feet, nearly one-sixth of a mile. 


| They show also that, the average 
annual rate of cutting back has 
been more than five feet. From 
1905 to 1925 the recession was 110 
feet, just under six feet a year. 

This rapid retreat is on the Ca- 
nadian side, in the Horseshoe, 
where the bulk of Niagara runs. 

Why continuation of the cutting 
means a future rapids .instead- of 
a mere moving backward of the 
Falls, as in the past, is explained 
by another geologist, Dr, Chester 
A. Reeds of the American Museum 
of Natural History. 

The cap rock is at fault. This is 
the hard stuff that forms the brink. 
It is fairly thin compared with the 
great height of the Falls, and it 
slopes slightly downhill backward 
from the present brink. 

On top of this cap rock, up- 
stream, the river bed is upon soft- 
er rock, which is expected to wear 
down into rapids as the cap rock 
retreats deeper and deeper with 
the recession. It is estimated that 
four or five miles of further reces- 
sion will bring the rapids into. ex- 
istence. Can man-made efforts 
prevent the erosion? Ries and 
Reeds made -no answer to this 
question. The means are not now 
‘in sight.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—At- 
tempts of a group of privately- 
owned utilities to nullify the Fed- 
eral Waterpower act have been 
chécked, temporarily at least, by 
Justice Jesse C. Adkins of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Supreme Court. 

In a sweeping decision yesterday, 
Justice Adkins refused to issne a 


temporary injunction to the Clarion 
River Power Co.‘ of Pennsylvania, 
which sought to stop the Federal 
Power Commission from making 
an immediate audit of the com- 
pany’s capital expenditures on a 
hydro-electric project Hcensed un- 
der the waterpower act. 

The Court upheld in all particu- 
lars the contentions of Charles A. 
Russell, formerly Solicitor of the 
commission, who was dismissed by 
three members of the reorganized 
commission last December. Rus- 
sell represented the commission 
when the case was argued in Oc- 
tober. 

If the Court had granted the in- 
junction, audit of the company's 
expenditures would have been de- 
layed at least 20 years and might 
have been postponed 60 years. 

Actual Legitimate Cost. 

In his 23-page decision, Justice 
Adkins went beyond the mere ap- 
plication for an Injunction. He 
also gave his interpretation of the 
waterpower act. He not only held 
that the commission had a right to 
audit the capital expenditures on a 
licenged, project as soon as pos- 
sible, but stated that the expenses 
approved by the commission should 
be limited to the “actual legitimate 
cost” of the project, thereby strik- 
ing a telling blow at the inflation 
of public utility securities and the 
excessive profits made by utility 
subsidiaries. ; 

William V. King, chief account- 
ant of the old commission who was 
dismissed with Russell, but later 
was reinstated, had eliminated in a 
preliminary audit $6,386,000 from 
the company's alleged capital ex- 
penditures of $11,132,000, and call- 
ed upon the company to show that 
the eliminated amount had been 
“actually and legitimately expend- 
ed.” The conpany refueed to ap- 
pear before the commission, econ- 
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pendent; never be afraid to attack 
wrong, whether by predatory plu-~.

Argument for the Short Ballot. 
enw Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N this column of Jan, 18 I saw a let- 
J ter from one who styles himself “A 
Voter” lamenting the fact that the 
League of Women Voters has sponsored 
@ proposal for the adoption of the short 
ballot in this State, curtailing, as he says, 
the right of the electorate to select its 
officers. Does he- really think that he 
selects the officers he votes for, or that 
he is any more than the rubber stamp 
of a machine? On election day the 
omnipotent American voter enters the 
polling place, is handed a ballot of about 
the proportions of a newspaper, and is 
expected to fill some score of offices 
from some threescore of candidates, most 
of whom he has never heard of. The 
average voter has neither the time nor 
the inclination to inform himself of the 
merits of these candidates. He records 
his own preferences for the most im- 
portant offices, President, U. S. Senator, 
Governor and a few others of like im- 
portance, 
straight party ticket. There is the raison 
d’etre of all political machines. 

A voter in the City of St. Louis is sup- 
posed to be responsible for the election 
of 103 public officials, ranging from the 
President of the United States to the 
lo¢al Constable. Every one of this five- 
score is theoretically responsible to the 
people, and to the people alone, for his 
official conduct. Has “Voter” ever taken 
it upon himself to investigate the actions 
of the 103 public servants immediately 
responsible to himself? If he should dis- 
caver anything he believed contrary to 
good public policy, he could do nothing 
‘unless he had a strong organization at 
“his back. When he has organized them 
‘he becomes the head of a “machine,” a 
‘“bhoss.” ~The contlusion is inevitable. 
Our government, as it stands, cannot be 
carried on without a political machine, 
‘which, in the face of an indifferent pub- 
‘lic opinion, becomes an _ irresponsible 
oligarchy. 

A study of modern democracies will 
suffice to show that popular. government 
is good only in so far as it adheres to, 
and bad only in so far as it departs from, 
these principles: 

1. The short ballot. 

2. The merit system in the civil serv- 
ice. 

3. An organization of the government 
looking towards the allecation of re- 
sponsibility. 

Coupled with an energetic public opin- 


jon, such principles cannot fail to assure, | 


as far as is humanly possible, the ideal 
ef government of the people, by the peo- 
ple and for the people.

RED CROSS AND POLITICS.

Peffer, “‘and later cleared the way 
to Pekin, did more than shatter the 
barrier of China’s isolation. They 
undermined its civilization. They 
also blew China out of its orbit and 
into a new and perilous position in 
the world and made what is now 
the world problem.” (A phase o* 
the world problem, ft seems, might 
have been the more nearly accurate 
expression). China, containing one- 
fourth of the earth’s population, is 
now no longer a nation, we are 
told, but a chaos. It is the manner 
in which that chaos came about, 
the appalling details of it and its 
possible effect upon the rest of the 
world that Mr. Peffer here dis- 
cusses. Will China ultimately be- 
céme industrialized after the West- 
ern pattern, or may it come to pass 
that the lesson best learned from 
their Western teachers by China's 
millions will be that of efficiency 
in killing men on a large scale?

Care in Transporting Blooms. 

A suggestion that flowers may 

evelop a resistance to smoke was 
indicated in the fact that blossoms 
which developed in the city orchid 
house last longer than those which 
opened in the Gray Summit orchid 
range, 40 miles from the city. Com- 
plicating factors, of course, were 
the effects on the Gray Summit 
flowers of packing, vibration and 
temperature changes on the trip to 
the city, although they were han- 
dled with the utmost care. 

Such delicate “aristocrats of the 
aristocrats” as the white moth or- 
chid from the Phillippines, “Star of 
Bethlehem” from Madagascar and 
the cattleyas from Colombia rode 
not in ordinary flower trucks but 
in limousines.' Each separate flow- 
er had its tissue cushion. Stems 
were stiffened with artificial sup- 
ports, and each entire plant was 
wrapped in a double thickness of 
newspaper and set in a frame to 
prevent jostling. 

Those which did not ride in 
state were packed just as carefully 
as the higher orchid nobility and 
placed in trucks lined with canvas. 
The flowers, at home each in its 
own level and, therefore, its own 
climate in tropical altitudes, are 
susceptible to vibration or the 
slightest pressure, and wither in a 
10-degree change of tem perature. 

Smoky Days Injure Plants. 

Even with all that care, Super- 
intendent Pring remarked, a smoky 
day such as the “Black Christmas” 
which laid waste to St. Louis flow- 
ers a few years ago could devastate 
the show in 24 hours. But in an- 
other week Shaw’s Garden, from 
the 20,000 mature orchid plants 
at Gray Summit, could duplicate 
the entire show.

E ARE very far from solv- 
Wi all our problems of 
government, We can feel 
fairly secure about our national 
government. Many unsound pro- 
posals will be made in it but 
they will not often prevail. Our 
state governments are generally 
satisfactory. Sometimes they 
are too radical but they are 
secure. In the towns where 
office is close to the people lit- 
tle trouble is anticipated. 


When we turn to the cities 
j the picture is not so encourag- 
ing. In both large and small 
urban communities, the govern- 
ment oftentimes comes so near 
breaking down that it has to be 
rescued by state legislation. 
The fundamental difficulty is 
almost always in finance or se- 
curity: high taxes and extrava- 
gances bordering on corruption, 
-and in failure of the police to 
furnish adequate protection 
against crime. 

Most of the trouble could be 
eliminated by the right type of 
Mayor. Popular election of the 
chief executives of cities is com- 
ing to be discredited in many 
places. The people at laftge 
want, and would support, good 
city: government, but under the 
present system they are unable 
to secure it. The remedy may 
be found in some indirect 
method of electing the Mayor or 
closer state supervision of that 
office.

MISSOURI SENATE 


Proposal Sets Up Commit- 
tee of Seven to Designate 
Agencies to Distribute 
Relief Fund. 


By the Associated Pres. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 30.— 
The Missouri Senate yesterday en- 
grossed a bill sponsored by Senator 
David Bales (Dem.), Eminence, to 
appropriate $250,000 for relief of 
drouth sufferers, after a spirited 
debate on the floor. The measure 
goes on the calendar for final 
passage. 

The proposal sets up a commit- 
tee of the Governor, President pro 
tem of the Senate, Speaker of the 
House and four members of the 
Senate and House, to designate the 
agencies which will distribute the 
relief funds. Senator William H. 
Bates (Rep.), St. Louis, objected 
to the proposal, insisting that the 
relief was only nominal and would 
go to South Missouri and not be 
generally. distributed. Bales re- 
plied that the Governor indorsed 
the relief bill. 

Anti-Lynching Bill. 

An anti-lynching bill, introduced 
today in the House by Representa- 
tive G. P. Bourk and William Laf- 
ferty, Democrats, of Kansas City, 
would define a mob as three or 
more persons assembling together 
to do violence t@ any prisoner in 
the custody of officers, and would 
empower the Governor to oust any 
county sheriff or peace officer 
from whom a prisoner was seized, 
killed or injured, if the officer were 
guilty of negligence of duty. 

The measure provides death, or

SHANGHAI, Jan. 30.—Seme Cht 
nese workers can maintain savings 
accounts and support a family on 
an income of $8 a month. 

This is disclosed in a survey con- 
ducted by the Bureau of Industrial 
and Commercial Information of the 
Chinese Government. 

The figures came out after in- 
quiry had been made of 85 en 
and 100 printers, two of best- 
paid occupations in the country. 

Half the postmen averaged leas 
than $12 a month; the other half 
about $14. The printers averaged 
$8 a month, and it was among 
some of them that the savings ac- 
counts were found. 

The postmen’s families averaged 
five members each. Yet they ap- 
peared fairly content, were living in 
standard Chinese houses and had 
enough to eat. 

In contrast is the condition of 
thousands upon thousands of un- 
skilied workers, ricksha runners, 
wharf coolies, wheelbarrow men, 
farm hands and a hundred other 
types. They live tn huts that are 
cold and damp in winter and roast- 
ing hot in summer.

new three-cushion champion of the 
world. 

The lanky Swede captured the 
title, worth between $20,000 and 
$30,000, by upsetting Allen Hail of 
St. Louis, 60 to 43, in 63 exciting 
innings last night in the final 
match of the 1931 championship 
tournament. His victory was one 
of the most surprising triumphs 
since the days when the famous 
Willie Hoppe hitched up his short 
trousers and toppled over the gray- 
thatched members of yester-year. 

Thurnblad, a draftsman by pro- 
fession, played a consictently. bril- 
Mant game against Hall, as he did 
in brushing through to the finals. 
Shaky and erratic at the start of 
the championship match, he made 
mistakes that enabled Hall to gain 
a 25 to 18 lead at the end of the 
twenty-third inning. Then he found 
himself and his steady stroke, tied 
up the count and then took the 
lead at 30 to 29 in the twenty-ninth 


‘inning. 


Three Kisses Stop Hall. 

After that it was a close up and 
down match until Hall was stopped 
by three consecutive kisses in the 
forty-sixth, forty-seventh and forty- 
eighth innings that gave the new 
champion a lead of four points and 
shattered Hall’s nerves. The hard 
match ended with Thurnblad run- 
ning out with a cluster of four 
points. Hall had given him a per- 
fect position after missing a long, 
treacherous bank shot. 

More than $50,000 was wagered 
on the match, it was estimated, and 
the Thurnblad backers reaped a 
bumper harvest as tieir man en- 
tered the match on the short end of 
7 to & odds. 

Layton Beat Thurnblad, 

Thurnblad's record in his sweep 
to the title was a remarkable one. 
He scored the maximum of 400 
points to win the northerh sectional 
championship, and 349 out of a 
possible £50 in the world’s tourna- 
ment. A grand total of 749 out of 
a possible 750 points. His only de- 
feat in seven matches came at the 
hands of Johnny Layton of Sedalia, 
Mo., the dethroned champion, who 
bested him, 50 to 49, in the closest 
match of the 10-day tournament. 

Hall and Layton, who won five 


* matches and lost two in the regu- 


lation tournament play, will meet 
tonight in a 50-point match to de- 
cide second place, which is worth 
$4200 in cash plus a higher share 
of the gate receipts.

FOR NEW RECORD AT 


POCKET BILLIARD PLAY

the more rapidly the disease is 
liable to develop. 


The virus of hydrophobia, which 
is the specific agent causing the 
disease peculiarly travels along 
nerves that reach the brain witi- 
mately. 

The Pasteur anti-hydrophobia 
treatment can be looked upon as a 
and death, 
between the attempt to develop re- 
sistance against hydrophobia, and 
the advance of disease condition. 
Time is the essence of effective 
treatment and delay in instituting 
treatment is dangerous. 

In dealing with rabies it must be 
kept in mind that it is primarily a 
disease” of dogs and secondarily 
only of man.
